1.3 The fee for the Qualifying examination sh^ ble the 
same as for the Fre-University examination of this Univer- 
sity and for the Differential examination it will be Rs. 60/-, 

2.1 Candidates who have pa.sscd the Matriculation exami- 
nation shall have to appear in the Qualifying examination, 
which shall be conducted by this University according to the 
syllabus of Pre-University examination.

2.3 The minimum pass marks will be 35% in Theory and 
45% in Practical.
